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Beirut announces 
withdrawal of 
Saudi ADF unit 


BEIRUT, March 18 (AP) 

Saudi Arabia has decided to pufl 
out its 1,36 5- man contingent from 
the Arab Deterrent Force in 
Lebanon within 48 hours, the 
Lebanese government announced 
'Sunday. 

A government spokesman said 
a 2,500-man regular force of the 
newly-regrouped Lebanese Army 
will take over the Saudi-held posi- 
tions in Beirut's eastern sector. 

The Saudis originally decided to 
pull the contingent at the outbreak 
of a border war between South 
Yemen and North Yemen early 
this month. 

King KhaJed approved a delay 


of withdrawal in response to pleas 
by Lebanon. 

The Saudis moved into key pos- 
itions in the eastern sector of the 
Lebanese capital last October to 
consolidate a ceasefire between 
Syrian forces of the deterrent 
force and Lebanon's right-wing 
militias. 

Rightist spokesmen said all 
their militias were put on alert: 
Sunday to guard against what they 
call a possible Syrian attempt to 
take over the Saudi positions. 

The Syrians form the bulk of the 
30,000-man Arab League force 
that polices this country’s 27- 
month -old dvO war armistice.

Khomeini calls on Iranians 
to salvage shattered economy 


CARACAS, March 18 (R) — 
Venezuela announced Sunday the 
price of its crude oil will rise by $ 
1.72 a barrel on April l. 

The (igure is $ 1.20 more than 
the increase dedded by the Organ- 
ization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) for the second 
quarter of 1979. Energy and 
Mines Minister Humberto Calde- 
ron Rerti told a news conference. 

OPEC agreed last December on 
a staggered 14.5 percent increase 
in the price of crude oil over the 
whole of J979. But prices have 
risen much faster since the disrup- 
tion in Iranian exports caused by 
the political 4 upheaval there. . 

Venezuela raised tfap price of its 
fuel ofl, which accounts for .48 per 
cent of the country’s oil exports, 
by 15 per cent on March 1. 

Calderon also said the new 
Venezuelan government planned 
to expand the country’s oil produc- 
tion capacity without actually 
increasing output substantially. 

This would permit greater flexi- 
bility in production whenever 
there was an increase in world 
demand, said the 38-year-old ofl 
expert, who was sworn in as 
energy minister on Monday when 
die new Christian Socialist gov- 
ernment of President Luis Herr- 


era Campins took power. 

He said the country was now 
drawing 97 per cent of its daily 
production capacity of 2.4 million 
barrels a day to meet demands in 
the face of die disruption in Ira- 
nian production. 

The plan was to raise this to 2J& 
million barrels a day, with produc- 
tion at 85 per cent of capacity. 

Referring to Venezuela's tech- 
nological agreements with trans- 
national oil companies,- Calderon; 
said “ The technological agree- 
ments run out this year under the 
present conditions they will be 
cancelled. In cases where it is con- . 
sadered necessary, thfiL.- .igtoe- '-' 
merits will be entered into on a 
different basis. " 

He said Venezuela would 
negotiate a new system with the oil 
companies. 

Calderon said Venezuela now 
sold 30percentof its ofl directly to 
customers with* the remaining 70 
per cent going to traditional buyers, 
particularly through the co mp a n ies 
who had concessions until ofl 
nationalization in 1966. 

He said Venezuela hoped to 
increase the volume of direct sales 
but would continue to be a firm 
and reliable supplier of traditional 
clients. 


TEHRAN, March 18 (Agen- 
cies) — Ayatollah Khomeini has 
called on Iranians to start working 
to save tiie nation's bankrupt 
economy. 

Khomeini made the appeal on. 
Thursday in the holy city of Qom 
to a group of boy scouts and girl 
guides. EEs remarks were released 
for publication Sunday. 

It was considered his first major 
address on the nation's economy, 
which has been paralyzed by 
strikes after the revolution which 
last month overthrew the monar- 
chy of the Shah. 

The 78-year-old religious 
leader said “ AD people must 
immediately start working hard, 
saving the bankrupt economy and 
rebuild this slum. ” 

His remarks reflected Prime 
Minister Mebdi Bazargan's con- 
cern Over slow response to. 
economic revival 'eftortSand an 
attempt to get offices and factories 
operating again. 

Khomeini urged young people 
to help the government build a 
strong economic infrastructure. 

“ Our difficulties are big ones. 
The Isla m ic government has many 
problems. You cannot expect the 
government to solve them all at 
once. Everyone must cooperate 
with the Islamic government,” 
Khomeini said. - 

*’ Our economic system is bank- 
rupt. We must help the economy 
in order to achieve a healthy 
financial status. " 

Khomeini s appeal closely fol- 


k»wed Bazargan’s desperate call to 
save the economy, which he says 
was completely broke three days 
after Khomeini's supporters rook 
over the country on Feb. 12. 

With most offices and factories 
straggling to get back on their feet, 
the national production level is 
nowhere near normal. 

In a message to government 
employees and industrial workers, 
Bazargan called on them to pav 
more attention to work regula- 
tions and discipline. 

Reports from provincial indus- 
trial centers indicated that most 
factories have not resumed work. 
The reasons range from unwilling 
workers to lack of raw materials to 
low market demand. 

Factory managers have also 
complained that some workers 


were still holding daily debates on 
politics and their rights. 

Hie government said that the 
revolution has so far cost Iran S 20 
billion, and the cost may even go 
higher if the economy isn't revived 
soon. 

The only industry that has 
shown signs of revival is oil pro- 
duction, which is averaging about 
2,5 million barrels a day with 
exports hitting 1.8 million barrels. 

Meanwhile, Iran continued 
fieri) moves toward normalcy and 
civil order Saturday, banning local 
Islamic revolutionary committees 
from entering private homes 
without special authorization.

BEIRUT, March 18 (R) — 
North and South Yemen were 
reported Sunday to be pulling 
back their forces to positions held 
before their three-week border 
war. 

The reported withdrawal 
appeared to signal an important 
success for Saudi Arabia and the 
Arab League who intervened to 
halt a war which was threatening 
to increase rivalry of superpowers 
■ at the entrance to the Red Sea. 

But Western and Arab dip- 
lomats in Beirut remained scepti- 
cal about prospects for a speedy, 
lasting settlement between North 
and South after a decade of bitter 
political and ideological rivalry. 

Reports from Sanaa, said Sun- 
day troop withdrawals had begun 
and military men from both sides 
met in Aden to discuss a full nor- 
malization of the situation on the 
border. 

The Middle East News Agency 
said the withdrawal started Satur- 
day following an agreement the 
day before. 

The troop withdrawal is due to 
be completed by next Friday 
under the supervision of an Arab 
League military committee made 
up of officials from Jordan, Syria, 
Iraq, Kuwait, the U-AJS., Algeria 
and the Palestine. Liberation 
Organization.

The statement said Hussein and 
Arafat “ reaffirmed their inten- 
tion to promote cooperation and 
coordination, to support the 
steadfastness of the Palestinian 
people against Israel's settlement 
policy, and resist attempts to 
establish an autonomous Palesti- 
nian state on Occupied Territ- 
ory. ” 

The two sides also expressed 
determination to work effectively 
to face present challenges within 
the framework of the resolutions 
taken at the Baghdad Arab Sum- 
• mit, last November.*. 

These resolutions call for Arab 
sanctions against Egypt if it con- 
cludes a separate peace. 

Arafat and Hussein agreed on 
the necessity of perkxhcaJ meet- 
ings to strengthen relations and 
coordinate joint action, the state- 
ment added. 


Saud: Just settlement 
key to Mideast peace 


RIYADH, March 18 l Agen- 
cies) — Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud A 1- Faisal said Sunday that 
Middle East peace and stability 
can come only through a com- 
prehensive. just settlement which 
the Arab and Islamic nations apd 
the Palestinian people desire. 

Prince Saud made this state- 
ment as President Jimmy Carter's 
National Security Adviser, Zbig- 
niew Brzezmski. left Riyadh for 
Jordan after talks with King 
Khaled. Crown Prince Fahd and 
Prince Saud. 

Carter sent his aide to secure 
Saudi support for the proposed 
peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel. Prince Saucfs statement 
indicated Brzezinski had not suc- 
ceeded 

The foreign minister said his 
talks with Brzezmski were frank 
and were held in the spirit that 
characterizes relations between 
the two countries as two friends 
bound together by deep-rooted 
and common interests. " 

Prince Saud said the talks dealt 
with bilateral relations and the 
developments of the peace pro- 
cess in the Middle East. " 

He said that the two sides 
“ exchanged their viewpoints " on 
the matter and expressed Saudi 
appreciation for the U.S. com- 
mitment to peace and security in 
the Middle East region. 

Prince Saud added that the two 
governments agreed to continue 
their contacts for further discus- 
skins of these issues. 

Brzezmski was seen off at the 
airport by Prince Saud. Prince 
Turki Al- Faisal and Sheikh Abdul 
Rahman Mansouri, deputy fore- 
ign minister for political affairs 
and U.S. Ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia, John WcsL 

A statement issued by the US. 
Embassy in Jeddah after the 
departure of the mission said 
** The people of the UJS. and 
Saudi Arabia share a deep belief 
in the importance of religious val- 
ues and common purpose of 
strengthening regional stability 
and international peace. 

“ The talks have widened 
understanding of complex and dif- 
ficult issues. We agreed that we 
would remain in dose contact in 
connection with the evolving 
issues in the region, ” it added. 

“ There talks have underlined 
the hope of the U.S. and the King- 
dom of Saudi Arabia for a just and 
comprehensive peace in the Mid- 
dle East which will respect the 
rights of all parties," the state- 
ment said. 

Later in Amman Brzezmski met 
King Hussein for three hours and 
banded the monarch a message 
from President Carter. The mes- 
sage outlined Washington’s Mid- 
dle East position. The King 
briefed him on Jordan's attitude, 
the official Jordan News Agency 
reported. 

No details of their talks, held 
during a working lunch at 
Hashimiyah Palace, were 
released. 

Jordan's view has been that no 
lasting peace can be achieved in 
the Middle East unless Israel first 
withdraws from all occupied ter- 
ritories and recognizes Palestinian 
rights. 

Brzezmski. who is leading a 
delegation including Deputy Sec-, 
retary of State Warcen Christ- 
opher, Gen. David Jones of the 
U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff and Pres- 
ident Carter's son Chip, was flying 
on to Cairo to report to president 
Sadat on his talks in Riyadh and

The information ministry added 
that the skirmish took place near 
Ramy Alban, in the Sguiet Al- 
Hamra area, where an earlier 
statement said 151 guerrillas and 
21 of its troops died in a major 
dash Monday. 

Hie guerrillas have been fight- 
ing for more than three years for 
the independence of the Sahara.

The elections have aroused lit- 
tle interest among voters and have 
taken second place behind this 
week's special session of parlia- 
ment called to debate rising

Prime Minister Raymond 
Barre's center-right government 
easily survived two opposition 
censure motions on its economic 
policies in the session. 

Voters were expected to use tbe 
poll to express discontent at 
streamlining polities which have 
led to violent soda) unrest in 
northern France.

Finland election unlikely 
to unseat ruling coalition 


HELSINKI. March 18 (R) 
Opposition Conservatives may 
make gains in general elections 
which started Sunday but the 
center-left coalition government 
is expected to stay in power. 

Opinion polls indicate the Con- 
servatives will gain several seats, 
making them the second biggest 
group in Finland’s 200-seat Edus- 
kunta (parliament). 

The ruling coalition of Social 
Democrats, Centerists, Commun- 
ists and Liberals holds 134 seats 
and polls predict the government 


will not be seriously damaged by 
Conservative advances in the vot- 
ing, which ends Monday. 

More than 3.8 million Finns are 
entitled to vote for over 1,300 
candidates from 12 parties. Most 
of the gains are expected to go to 
small conservative opposition 
groups. 

Conservative hopes that they 
might make even bigger inroads 
have been dampened by recent 
articles in the Soviet press casting 
doubts on whether the right-wing 
parties really want good relations 
with the Kremlin.

“ We have never had grenades 
here," he said.

Malpractice suit

OAKLAND. Calif., March 18 

(AP) — A four-year-old girl, born 
with brain damage her parents say 
was caused by negligence, will 
receive a settlement that could 
cost a hospital as much as$ 6 mil- 
lion.

WASHINGTON, March 18 
(AP) — Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance has warned there would be 
"greater bloodshed and destruc- 
tion" in Rhodesia unless guerrilla 
movements and the government 
agreed to elections supervised by 
the United Nations. 

"As the conflict grows,” he said 
Saturday, "there is also a growing 
opportunity for Soviet and Cuban 
involvement and influence." 

Vance called for all those 
involved in the Rhodesian conflict 
to submit to U.N. supervision. An 
almost identical statement was 
issued simultaneously in London 
by British Foreign Secretary 
David Owen. 

Vance also said the United 
States would not send observers to 
the April 20 elections called by the 
transitional government. 

"To do so could be to imply/ 
official recognition of elections 
w-e do not believe can provide a 
solution to the conflict," Vance 
said. “The question of Congres- 
sinnally sponsored observers is a 
matter for the Congress to 
decide.” 

He would prefer that talks on a 
U.N. -supervised election start 
before April 20. Failing that, he 
hoped the principle of U.N. 
supervision would be accepted by 
all factions in the dispute before 
that date. 

The Security Council has 
declared the elections illegal and 
accused the transitional govern- 
ment of using them to try to 
extend minority rule. 


Vance declined to answer ques- 
tions on his prepared statement. 

'A State Department official, 
who asked not to be identified, 
said that as the election 
approaches there is an increasing 
awareness it is not going to solve 
the problem. 

While there was no indication 
that a new appeal for U.N. super- 
vision would be successful, the 
official said, it was fell a reitera- 
tion of the U.S. position would be 
worthwhile. 

In response to a question, he 
said the patriotic front guerrilla 


movements were informed in 
advance of the statement, but had 
not reacted. 

“We believe that both sides 
should take a first and significant 
step; to accept the principle of 
U.N. -super vised elections in 
Rhodesia, and to agree to negoti- 
ate the conditions for holding such 
elections," Vance said in his 
statement. 

"The proposals that we uml the 
British have previously put for- 
ward convey our view of such a 
process. But w-e recognize that 


election arrangements must be 
negotiated to the satisfaction of 
the panics themselves. 

"The crucial point is the accep- 
tance of the principle of intema- 
tionall v supervised elections as the 
only way in avoid protracted and 
damaging war." 

The State Department official 
explained that the "front line 
states" — the black governments 
neighboring Rhodesia — support 
an election supervised by the 
United Nations because it would 
be in their own interest, as they

Bangladesh migration worries Desai 


NEW DELHI, March 18 (AP) 
— Prime Minister Morarji Desai 
will discuss during his visit to 
Bangladesh next month the ques- 
tion of continuing mass migrations, 
from that country to India, says a 
member of Desai’s cabinet. 

Opposition members of parlia- 
ment voiced concern on Friday 
over reports that thousands of tri- 
bal refuges from Bangladesh had 
crossed the border into the states 
of West Bengal, Meghalaya. 
Assam and Tripura. 

Deputy Home Minister D.L. 
Mandal told the Upper House 
(Rajya Sabha) Desai would take it 
up with President Zia-ur- 
Rahman. He said India had 


deponed 4.600 members of the 
Chakma tribe recently for illegal 
entry into Mizoram Territory and 
another 4.000 from Tripura’. 

“Do you want us to build a 
Chinese great wall or barbed wire 
fencing?” Mandal asked a 
member who suggested that the 
border between the two countries 
should be sealed.

The withdrawal of the Saudi contingent from the Arab Deter- 
rent Force in Lebanon underscores the obligation of the Lebanese 
government to re-establish its authority in a country that has 
developed a surprising tolerance for private armies and rampaging 
armed gangs. 

The only ray of hope is the announcement that Lebanese army 
regulars will be moving into the areas the Saudi force is leaving. 
There is also talk of deploying the national army in other areas of the 
country as well. 

The government missed a golden opportunity by not striking at 
dissident factions when the deterrent force first entered the country. 
For President Sarkis then had a mandate from all Arab leaders to 
take whatever action necessary to bring the situation under control. 
The second opportunity was missed when the U.N. force was 
deployed in the south with international and Arab support 

But all is not lost 

The average Lebanese has reached a state of despair, and is 
more ready than ever to accept any central authority. It is this very 
mood that offers the central government the opportunity to get its act 
together. Hie desired divorce between the population and the armed 
factions can only be achieved if the government takes over from them 
the security and protection of citizens. The absence of such authority, 
and not political motivation, has led different Lebanese groups, 
depending on the area they happen to be in, to align themselves with 
armed factions of every political color. 

Bringing the situation back to normal is aot an easy affair after 
the tragic events in the last four years, but every Lebanese, citizen, 
especially politicians, must realize that violence can only lead to more 
violence, and stubborn demands will be met by stubborn demands. 
Yet the majority of Lebanese politicians have not abandoned the 
mentalities that led to the conflict and compounded it. 

Until now, the action of the Lebanese government, or more 
precisely the lack of it, has suggested that the government is there to 
serve the interests of politicians — not the population. The govern- 
ment must now live up to its commitment to that population, because 
only then will it have the popular support it so desperately wants and 
needs. 

Even if Lebanon could afford a further spell of discord, the 
Middle East could pay a high price for this disunity. With the political 
and military buildup accompanying the U.S. peace initiative, the 
Middle East is moving quickly toward either peace or war — and a 
turbulent Lebanon could be used as the spark that triggers off war. 


Collective leadership ?

NEW DELHI— 

The Congress Working Com- 
mittee decision last week not to 
unite with the Indira Congress has 
dealt a serious blow to former 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi" s 
hopes to stall the Special Courts 
Bill with the help of the Congress 
- members in the upper house of the 
Indian Parliament where the 
combined opposition holds a 
majority. 

The bill which seeks to set up 1 
special conns to try cases of 
emergency excesses was passed by 
a massive majority in jhe lower 
house last week but has to still get 
through the upper house where 
the Janata Party is in a minority. 

In a house of 242 members, the 
Janata has a strength of 71. Indira 
Congress 66 and the Congress 46. 

A combined Congress therefore 
could be the strongest party in the 
house and with the help of even a 
small section of the rest of the 
opposition could easily scuttle the 
Special Courts Bill. 

With the break do wnrf the unity 
talks between the two factions of 
ihe Congress however it is highly 
unlikely that Mrs. Gandhi would 
get any support from the Congress 
against the bill which is now 
almost sure to be passed by the 
upper house. _ 

The decision by the Congress 
Working Committee to stop the 
unity talks, is also a major victory 


for the anti-unity group in the 
Congress who has been consis- 
tently charging Mrs. Gandhi with 
''dictatorial tendencies.*’ Mem- 
bers of this group had also 
threatened to leave the Congress 
if it united with Mrs. Gandhi's 
party. 

A jubliant Y.B. Chavan, leader 
of litis group, told newsmen last 
Monday, “The inevitable has hap- 
pened. Mis. Gandhi did not want 
honorable colleagues but prison- 
ers of surrender.” 

Even the section of the Con- 
gress which had been previously 
for unity with Mrs. Gandhi has 
been increasingly alienated from 
her because of her continued 
defense of emergency excesses 
and her son Sanjay Gandhi. Mrs. 
Gandhi's reported comment 
recently that those who did not 
want the association of her son 
Sanjav with her party should quit 
the organization, had consider- 
ably dampened the spirits of many 
unity seekers. 

The Indira Congress has of 
course condemned the Congress 
Working Committeedcusion and 
accused vested interest inside th 
Congress of sabotaging the unity 
talks. In a statement Tuesday, the 
All India Congress Committee 
(Indira) said, “it is absolutely 
unfair to accuse Mrs. Gandhi of 
trying to wield dictatorial powers 
over the party. All she wants is 
collective leadership.” (G) 



Oil market uncertainties

In a move that underscores the 
growing fragmentation and insta- 
bility in world oil markets, Exxon 
Corp. announced last week it will 
gradually end all sales of crude oil 
to companies not affiliated with 
Exxon. 

Other major oil companies, 
including Standard Oil of 
California, once the world's 
largest seller of crude, also are cut- 
ting such sales as demand at their 
own refineries grows, and more oil 
production in many nations is 
owned and sold by national oil 
companies. 

The action by Exxon and other 
companies means many crude 
buyers will have to deal directly 
with a national oil company, such 
as the National Iranian Oil Co., 
for crude. 

At the moment, NIOC is selling 
only spot cargoes at prices up to 
$20 a barrel. Libya and Iraq have 
reduced sales under firm contracts 
at regular OPEC prices so that 
they can sell their crude in the spot 
market and make a highr profit 

Exxon said it would not renew 
current contracts with so-called 
third-party markets when they 
expire, except for a six-month 
period at one-half the volume cal- 
led for in the old contract 

Hardest hit by Exxon’s decision 
is Japan, which gets about 5 per 
cent of its ofi through trading 
companies that have contracts 
with Exxon. Last year, Japan con- 
sumed about 5 million barrels of 
oQ a day, virtually ail of which was 
imported. 

The contracts in Japan begin to 


expire at the end of this month. 
Worldwide, Exxon has between 
25 and 30 such contracts covering 
about 500.000 to 550,000 barrels 
per day. 

“Hie plain fact of the matter is 
that we just don’t have the oil,” an 
Exxon spokesman said. Even after 
eliminating all third-party con- 
tracts between now and 1982, 
Exxon still will not have enough 
crude to cover the needs of its own 
refineries and those of its affiliates 
around the world, he said. 

Exxon probably was forced to 
itsdedson, according to oQ indus- 
try sources, when British Pet- 
roleum canceled a contract to 
supply Exxon with about 300,000 
barrels a day of light oiL mostly 
from Iran. 

Iran, which formerly exported 
more than 5 million barrels a day, 
has halted all sales to the consor- 
tium of oil companies that usechto 
handle most of the country’s 
exports, and now is selling only on 
the sport market. 

But whatever caused Exxon to 
move now, the basic situation has 
been developing for years. Before 
1970, the world's seven major ofl 
companies, including Exxon and 
SocaJ. produced and marketed 
almost all of the crude traded on 
world markets. 

Now die companies have lost 
control of much of the crude just 
as their own need for it is rising. A 
Chevron spokesman here said his 
company’s third-party sales have 
dropped from more than 1.5 mil- 
lion barrels a day in 1976 to 
382,000 currently.

CAIRO — 

“Peace is Imminent.” 
“ Agreement to Be Signed Within 
a Week.” “Sadat Accepts New 
Proposals." 

Wednesday morning’s Cairo 
headlines were of the calibre that 
normally inspires millions of. 
Egyptians to parade through the 
hastily decorated streets, spon- 
taneously to express their joy and 
gratitude. Wednesday, not only 
was there not the tiniest little 
symptom of public rejoicing, but 
the general reaction was either of 
indifference or suilenness. 

Egyptians apparently don’t 
know whether they are coming or 
going or, as one remarked, “we've 
not yet been told bow happy we 
are and to go out and show h." 

The most enthusiastic reaction 
of the many if heard Wednesday 
was that if real peace arae it would- 
be good for Egypt. 

The trouble is that nobody has 
been told what all the headlines 
are about The so-called peace 
□egptiations-have so often been on 
the verge of immediate conclusion 
and of imminent breakdown that 
they cannot decide whether this is 
merely the continuation of the old 
scenario. What has President 
Sadat accepted now? They want to 
know. Some are even wondering 
whether be did, in fact accept the 
new Carter proposals. Why did he 
not make a statement to that 
effect Why did Carter have to teD 
Egypt that its president had 
okayed the new proposals? 

The fairly widespread initial 
opposition to the Camp David 
accords, now considerably swollen 
by various religious groups, are 
the only vocal Egyptian on the 
subject. They had rejected the 
Camp David accords, they said. 
They were certainly not going to 
support new proposals which must 
involve further Egyptian conces- 
sions. 

Reports that the treaty would 
be signed in Washington, Cairo 
and Jerusalem has shocked many. 
Why Jerusalem? Why not Tel 
Aviv? Have Cairo and Washing- 


ton officially recognized the holy 
city as the capital of the Jewish 
state? Many are asking. How 
would the other Arabs and Mus- 
lims react to this? 

While the people are trying to 
puzzle out all these issues. Presi- 
dent Sadat has sent Vice- 
President Hosni Mubarak on a 
lightning tour of the Sudan, West- 
ern and Eastern Europe, to 
explain the reformulated terms of 
the treaty. He is also notifying 
Arab heads of state, except those 
of the so-called “rejection front, 
of the new proposals. 

Thursday Prime Minister Mus- 
tapha Khalil held an emergency 
cabinet meeting to discuss the new 
elements of the document. Satur- 
day Sadat briefed the parliamen- 
tary group of his own ruling 
National Democratic Party, which 
holds more than 300 of the 360 
parliamentary seat. 

After discussing the matter with 
scores of Egyptians of various 
political and religious trends, also 
many simple citizens without 
political bias, the impression 
emerges that there is deep reti- 
cence, mistrust and misgivings 
about this strange pact worked out 
in distant Camp David, drafted by 
a foreign president, altered, 
reformulated, rephrased, and 
which now appears to have been 
reduced to a minim um accom- 
panied by a series of explanatory 
letters.

SONGHKLA, Thailand —

Dollar test for EMS

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V/ASHINGTON — ■ The inaugur- 
ation of the European Monetary 
System this week is a small but his- 
toric step in the gradual shedding 
by the United States of its king 
hegemonic role in world economic 
affairs. 

It was poignant that the decisive 
^ Effing of EEC finance ministers 
and central bank governors on the 
£MS should have taken place here 
2 n Washington on the day the U.S. 
agreed with other International 
Monetary Fund members to sup- 
port another proposal with long- 
term implications far the dollar’s 
role: namely work cm the scheme to 
gQow. countries to deposit dollar 
holdings at the Fund in return for 
claims denominated in Special 
Drawing Rights. 

The SDR is a reserve unit whose 
valife is an average of the leading 
currencies of the world, weighted 

according to their importance in 
trade. The architects of the EMS 
ultimately want the European 
Community to have its reserve unit 
too — the EUC (European Cur- 
rency Unit). 

Despite theoretical arguments 
about their attractions, the actual 
proportion of SDRs to gold and 
Bserw currencies such as the dol- 
lar is derisory. Even finance minis- 
ters involved in the great evolutio- 
nary work can be heard to mutter, 


"who would ever want to swap 
gold for an SDR?” 

Conscious of this, the IMF wants 
to make a success of what is known 
as its "substitution account” 
proposal: if, after further study, 
the scheme docs get off the ground, 
it is likely to invohe a sum of bet- 
ween $ 25 billion and $ 50 billion, 
compared to industrialised coun- 
tries' holdings of reserves of some® 
212 billion, of which only S 11 bil- 
lion are SDRs. 

There are many technical prob- 
lems, not least the U.S. govern- 
ment's reluctance to take the 
exchange rate risk on behalf of 
countries which might eventually 
want to move back into dollars. 

Thus the EMS, like the IMF 
proposal, leaves the dollar as the 
linch-pin of the world’s monetary 
system for years to come. They 
may help psychologically to reas- 
sure those who have nightmares 
about billions of dollars sloshing 
around the world. But they leave 
the basic U.S. argument 
unchanged: namely, that to enjoy 
calm foreign exchange ma rkets the 
"fundamentals’' — U.S. inflation, 
balance of payments and energy 
trends — have to be seen (o be 
right, or at least moving in tie 
right direction. 

Here lies the rub. In recent 
months, the administration has 
watched the markets accept that 
the fundamentals were improving. 


and the dollar respond favorably 
to the support operation last 
November. Indeed, there has been 
a recovery in the dollar, but one 
which still leaves a significant gain 

inU.S. trade competitiveness. This 
has occured in spite of all the bad 
news from Tran, and the recrudes- 
cence of doubts about President 
Carter' leadeiship. 

Suddenly, however, the 
economic atmosphere shows signs 
of turning sour. Although most 
analysts are agreed that the 
economy sheading for a slowdown 
and possibly recession, the interval 
between cause and effect is so long 
that it has not happened yet. 
Indeed, tile boom goes on, with 
consumers spending and getting 
into debt asif there we re notomor- 
row, the savings ratio at an aH-tirne 
low, and employment still rising. 

The U.S. economy will almost 
certainly slow down shortly, not 
just because of the combined 
thrust of monetary and fiscal pol- 
icy, but also from sheer exhaus- 
tion. 

A pan from renewed concern 
about the country's appetite for 
oil, however, and assuming the 
balance of payments position 
improves as expected, the immedi- 
ate problem is the inflationary leg- 
acy of the boom. The monthly 
price indices are now running at 
annual rates of well over 10 per 
cent and official internal forecasts 


for the year are being revised 
upwards from the presidential 
target of 7.4 per cent to more than 
85 per cent. 

Even without the effects of the 
new oil price explosion, the 
administration knows it is in for a 
delicate period — just when the big 
union wage claims are coming up. 
No real improvement is expected in 
the inflation trend before the clos- 
ing months of the year. 

It may be, therefore, that the 
EECs scheme for more coordi- 
nated intervention to stablize 
exchange markets is starting at a 
tune when the dollar is about to 
undergo another testing period — 
in which case it will also be a testing 
period for the EMS. 

Even if the markets remain 
calm, the U.S. inflation trend is 
going to heighten attention paid to 
the Bsderal deficit. 

This brings us to another aspect 
of the gradual decline in U.S. 
economic hegemony. The financial 
implications of such moves as the 
extra defense commitments now 
being offered by President Carter 
in the Middle East are that either 
something has to give elsewhere in 
his budget, or the Americans will 
want a larger share of financial 
support from the EEC and Japan . 

Thus traditional critics otU.S. 
dollar supremacy will be getting 
their oome-uppance: a call to share 
the burden of footing the bill.

Reminiscences of an artist

- A few nights later, over coffee 
at the Cafe Dome in Paris, I told 
my friend Sandy (Alexander) 
Calder of this turn of events, and 
ins delighted to learn that he was 
scheduled to have a show at Ber- 
lin’s Neumann-Nkrendorft Gal- 
lery at approximately the same 
time as my own exhibition. At that 
time Calder was doing wire sculp- 
ture. (His famous "Mobiles” were 
not to come for several more 


years.) Calder thought it might be 
interesting if we went to Berlin 
together, and he told me of an 
inexpensive pension where we 
could stay. We agreed, then, to 
take the night train to Berlin, 
about two weeks before the open- 
ing of our shows. 

I shipped my paintings well 
ahead of time, to be sure that they 
would be at the gallery in advance 
of my arrival. I showed up at the 
station the night of our departure 
to find Calder already there. Over 
his arm he was a carrying a large 
coil of brass wire. When I asked 
him what it was for, he informed 
me that this would be his exhibi- 
tion. “I have plenty of tune," he 
said. "My show doesn't open for 
two weeks, so I'D be able to do aD 
the pieces before then.” Since my 
own exhibition represented about 
.two years of work, I could only 
envy him in sOence. 

Around midnight, the train 
stopped at the border for German 
customs inspection, A uniformed 
officer entered our compartment, 
and asked if we bad anything to 
declare. 

We told him that we bad 
nothing subject to duty, and 
opened our suitcases for inspec- 


tion. Just as the customs official 
was about to leave, he saw the coil 
of brass wire on the floor, in the 
comer. "To whom does this 
belong?” he asked- Calder said it 
was his. whereupon the official 
readied in his pocket, removed a 
book and riffled its pages. "Radio 
wire," he snapped. "Forty per 
cent duty.” Muse ring up his few 
words of German, Calder politely 
explained that he was not a radio 
technician, but a sculptor, that the 
wire was art material and there- 
fore not subject to duty. 

The offidal looked bewildered. 
In the late 1920s, sculpture, to the 
average German, meant some- 
thing massive, in stone or bronze, 
in a public park or on a building. 
Obviously, this American who 
spoke such halting German had 
not understood him. Again the 
man pointed to the wire. Again he 
waved his book and said: "Wire — 
radio — 40 percent duty.” Calder 
repeated that he was a sculptor, 
that he was going to Berlin to have 
an exhibition. SOence, followed by 
a third demand Grom the official 
and a third attempted explanation 
from Calder. 

The atmosphere became tense. 
My own inadequate knowledge of 
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German was of no help. Finally, in 
desperation, Calder readied into 
his jacket pocket, took out a pair 
of wirecutters snipped off a length 
of wire, and without a word began 
a performance that the offidal 
watched incredulously. Calder 
twisted the wire, turned it bent it, 
and slowly there emerged first a 
stem, then some leaves, finally a 
complete daisy, petals and ail. 
Then, with a smile and a slight 
bow, he extended the flower to the 
offidal, who, bugeyed now, took it 
with thumb and forefinger. “ Aber 
das ist doch fabelhafr (but that’s 
amazing), he said, and slowly 
backed out of the compartment, 
bidding us goodnight and a good 
trip. 

Berlin was full of surprises. 
Paris, where I bad been living for 
three years, seemed in contrast to 
be an almost provincial ‘'straight” 
town, and only years later, reading 
Christopher Isherwood and seeing 
"Cabaret,” did I see its true qual- 
ity portrayed. Caldefs little pen- 
sion was filled almost entirely with 
middle-aged men with saber- 
scarred cheeks, a la heidelbeig, 
and their dour and quiet wives. My 
show was officially opened by the 
American ambassador, to the 

delight of Herr Marguiles. After 
five weeks, I returned to America, 
pleased with my youthful debut in 
two European capitals. (LAT) 


Ibrahim Yazdi: Scientist and ideologue

Houston — 

Ibrahim Yazdi, deputy prime minister of Iran’s revolutionary gov- 
ernment and often the ‘'voice" of Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini, is 
an American citizen with a wife and six children living in Houston. 

The handsome, smartly dressed Yazdi, a pharmacologist, first 
became publicly identified with Khomeini last fall when the religious 
leader, in exile in Paris, was directing the struggle that eventually 
drove the Shah from Iran. 

Yazdi, 47, was Khomeini's spokesman in Paris and now is head of 
revolutionary affairs for the Iranian government. Considered a 
strong ideologue, he appears to be the liaison man between Kho- 
meini and Prime Minister Mehdi Bazargan. 

Yazdi and his wife moved to rite United States in 1961. and she and 
their children, ranging in ages from 22 to 6, have lived here in a 
predominantly Jewish neighborhood called Meyerland the past eight 
years, Mrs. Yazdi said in a telephone interview. 

"My husband and I have many Jewish friends, but I think he is 
against Zionism,” she said. The Bazargan government has embraced 
the Palestine Liberation Organization and refused to resume oil 
exports to Israel. 

A State Department official declined comment onYazdf sdual role 
as a U .S. citizen and official of a foreign power, referring questions to 
the Department of Justice. The Department of Justice suggested that 
the immigration and naturalization service might have the answer. 

Vent Jarvis, an INS spokesman, stated that ‘‘the following act is 
considered highly peisuasive evidence of an intention to relinquish 
citizenship, and will normally result in expatriation: Service in an 
important political post of a foreign government. Such an act is highly 
persuasive of an intention to abandon allegiance.” 

He said the government could start proceedings leading to Yazdi 
losing his citizenship- 

Yazdfs wife confirmed that both she and her husband had U.S. 
citizenship but added, "I do not like to talk about it. It is a personal 
matter." 

The Houston district office of the INS confirmed that Yazdi 
became a naturalized dozen in Houston in 1971. 

Yazdi was bom in Iran Sept. 26, 1 93 1 . in the small town of Qazein. 


He and his wife arrived in the United States in 1961 . where Yazdi 
first studied at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology. He 
already had doaorate from the University of Tehran. They later 
moved to Houston where he was a cancer researcher at the Baylor 
University School of Medicine until 1 970 w hen he joined the staff of 
the Veterans* Administration Hospital here as a supervisory mic- 
robiologist. He left that post in July, 1977. 

His superior, a Dr. Ferenc Gyrokey, described Yazdi as a “fine 
scientist" and said he left for other work. He said Yazdi was now in 
politics and he could not comment further. 

Yazdi had been head of the Islamic Society of Greater Houston for 
some lime, but hismovements fronube time he left the VA hospital j 
were not clear. A source at the hospital said Yazdi spent some time in i 
Washington where he attempted to become an unofficial rcpresen ta- I 
live for the Avatollah. I

Mrs. Yazdi said her husband visited Khomeini when the religious ; 
leader lived in exile in Iraq. She said he brought him a long list of 
questions from Muslims in the United States asking how they should 
deal with such things us foods and bunking interest rates, the ran J 
men became close friends, she said, and Yazdi moved to France u ith \ 
Khomeini when he left Iraq, later returning to Iran with him. , 

“He calls when he gets time." Mrs. Yazdi said. “He is tired some- i 
times but he is a very cheerful man. But he gets mad when the | 
American press twists events there." 

While in Houston, she said, her husband often counseled Iranian I 
students advising them on ffnanaal affairs and helping them with j 
English and instructing them in religion. j 

She said her husband was a sincere religious person. Asked it 
Yazdi had taken pan in any of the numerous Iranian student demon- 
strations in Houston or elsewhere, Mrs. Yazdi said he had not. with 
one exception. That was the student demonstration in Washington in 
November. 1977. during a visit by the Shah Dozens of demons- 
trators and police dashed and were injured. Photographs of the Shah 
and President Carter wiping tear gas from their eves underscored to 
many Americans the presence of the Iranian students as never 
before. 

Asked if her conversations with her husband hud given her any 
indication of how things might eventually be settled in Iran, she 
replied: “Only in one way. that's God's way. (LAT) 


‘A present from firms like us’

LONDON — Britain's 200th birthday present to America, now 
reposing in splendor at the Capitol in Washington, is earning itself a 
less happy reputation here at home. Unpaid bills, a bankruptcy and 
angry creditors are involved in a tangle nearly three years after the 
gift was shipped to the United States. 

The present was a gold encased replica of Magna Carta mounted 
on a block of pegmatite, an ancient rock which was formed when 
America and Britain were part of the same land mass. The govern- 
ment, wondering what to give the erstwhile rebels for their birthday, 
thought that a combined token of liberty and former unity would be 
suitable. 

The design, weighing several tons, was prepared by Lous 
Osman, the goldsmith who made the investiture crown worn by 
Prince Charles at Caemavon. The result was much-admired by the 
Foreign Office and the Congressional delegation who came to Bri- 
tain to receive it officially. But it has landed Osman in the ban- 
kruptcy court. 

Companies from North Uist, where the pegmatite was found, to 
Bracknell, where the glass dome for the replica charter was made, 
have tried to get invoices paid by the goldsmith without success. 
Finally a stonemason's firm in Bradford, West Yorkshire, instituted 
bankruptcy proceedings. 

The company, Waterhouse Denbigh, made a York stone plinth 
for the pegmatite and charter, but says that the bill of about 6,600 
pound sterling has never been paid. 

“This present was meant to be from all the people of Britain.” 
said one of the directors. “Bat if s turning out to be a present from 
firms like us." 

The buildeis in Uist who moved the pegmatite from a beach 


there to the borders and the masons' firm in Creetown, Dumfries and 
Galloway, who shaped it into a squared and faced block, take a 
rim iHar view. Both say that they have not been paid and refer to the 
bicentennial present with a shudder. 

The arrangements for the present were made between the Fore- 
ign Office and Osman after a committee under Lord Lothian had 
debated what the Americans should get Osman was eventually paid 
90,000 pounds and given a further payment of 10,000 pounds ex 
gratia when difficulties over meeting Mils arose. 

He said recently that he had told the Foreign Officehat the work 
would cost 125.000 pounds. “There were glum faces and they 
explained that there was only 90.000 pounds left in the kitty," he 
said. 

He agreed tq do the work for the cheaper fee, in spite of technical 
problems in designing such a one-off project, unforeseeable changes 
in the price of gold and the deadline of only about a year if the 
Americans were going to get their present in time. 

Further difficulties arose, he said, when changes were made in 
arrangements for delivering the gift and when an erroneous report 
that 250.000 pounds had been set aside for it were published. Osman 
could not remember where the report had appeared but he said it led 
to some sub-oontractors believing that he was lying when be 
appealed to them to be as economical as possible in their work. 

The Foreign Office has said that it had every sympatny for tne 
unpaid creditors but no liability towards them. The contract was 
solely with Osman and his bill had been paid. Osman is now a 
personal bankrupt and his firm is being liquidated by the official 
receiver. 

“It is my intention that the people who did work at the proper 
price win eventually be paid," he said. (G)

LONDON , March 1 8 ( AP) — Oxford defeated Cambridge by 3 
1-2 lenghts Saturday to win the 150th anniversary University Boat 
race. 

Oxford — strong pre-race favorite — equalled its record of four 
successive victories. 

The race, over 4 1-2 miles of the Thames between Putney and 
Mortlake, was first raced in 1829 and Cambridge has won 68 of the 
125 clashes to Oxford’s 56. 

Oxford made a rousing start to this annual rowing event for the 
two eights, and led by a lengtb after one minute. 

Oxford increased this lead throughout the race and Cambridge 
— hit by the withdrawal of stroke John Wood house shortly before 
the race — seldom looked lilce overhauling the winner.

MEXICO CITY. Man* 18 
(AP) — U.N. expens predict that 
erode oil and natural gas will be 
used more for making petrochem- 
icals and less as fuels in the future. 

The rising world price of crude 
oil “is a blessing because it will 
stimulate research into alternate 
forms of energy and save the raw 
petrochemicals." said Or. 
Muhammad El Halfawy of Egypt, 
one of 250 experts from 80 coun- 
tries who attended a March 11-17 
meeting on the petrochemical 
industry. 

Higher oil prices will not affect 
petrochemical production. Pet- 
rochemicals are ten times as valu- 
able as the refined petroleum 
energy products," he said. 

A report approved at the close 
of the conference, sponsored by 
the U.N. Industrial Development 


Organization (UNIDO), pre- 
dicted there will be no shortage of 
crude oil and natural gas so long as 
producing and consuming nations 
get together and cooperate in 
baiancingsupply and demand. 

However, it warned that severe 
shortages will occur if the big 
industrialized nations do not 
cooperate "in reducing high 
energy consumption levels and in 
finding oil substitutes wherever 
possible." 

Mexico is becoming a leading 
producer of petrochemical and 
natural gas but the country is 
sharply limiting production and 
exports of crude oil and develop- 
ing a huge petrochemical industry 
instead. 

The petrochemical industry 
converts natural gas and crude oil 
into a number of synthetic mate"-

New price hikes attack Israel 


TEL AVTV, March 18 (AP) — 
Israel's sizzling inflation rate, 
which cooled slightly last month, 
threatened to leap upward a gain 
as the government Sunday insti- 
tuted a wave of price increases for 
basic foods. 

By cutting subsidies to food 
producers, the government forced 
up the prices of eggs, bread, cook- 
ing oil and dairy products by. about 
30 per 'cent Economists calcu- 
lated that the hikes would raise the 
overall consumer price index by 
1.7 per cent. 

After the index rose 48.1 per 


cent in 1978 and another 5.1 per 
cent in January, February’s infla- 
tion rate dipped to 2.4 per cent 

On a 1976 base of 100, the 
index reached 2653 points. The 
index is not seasonally adjusted. 

The February figure did not 
include steep price rises late last 
month averaging 40 per cent, 
which set off a new round of hikes 
fqr electrify, water and rngnjafac- 
riired goods. *

The newspaper said in a 
copyright story that internal 
memos from top executives of the 
Minneapolis-based company 
show that the company has known 
of the possible violations since 
June of last year and discussed 


them during the summer. 

Control Data manufactured the 
equipment in question for a Brit- 
ish firm, International Computers 
Ltd-, which installed it in units that 
it shipped to the South African 
police. 

The embargo by President 
Jimmy Carter went into effect 
Feb. 16, 1978. The state and 
commerce department regula- 
tions were issued earlier. 

The newspaper said that one of 
the uses of the South African 
police equipment wifi be keeping 
tabs on the hundreds of thousands 
of blacks.

Hanoi says it is prepared 


to hold talks with Peking 


BANGKOK. March l8(AP)— 
Vietnam Sunday accused China of 
being the *' direct and dangerous 
enemy " of all Indochina, but the 
propaganda blast followed an 
announcement that Hanoi was 
ready for negotiations to settle a 
border dispute with China begin- 
ning Friday. 

The official Communist Party 
newspaper “ Nhan Dan " Sunday 
called Peking's leaders “ profes- 
sional liars'* who claimed that 
their forces had withdrawn 
i** while in fact they still maintain 
their troops in many areas on Vie- 
tnamese territory and close to the 
border ready for other acts of war 
against Vietnam. *’ 

It was unclear whether the 
statement meant that Vietnam 
was still accusing China of not hav- 
ing fully withdrawn its forces Sun- 
day. 

The Voice of Vietnam said Vie- 
tnam proposed Saturday to hold 
vice foreign ministerial talks in 


Hanoi on March 23. Hanoi had 
earlier said that negotiations could 
take place one week after all 
Chinese troops had left Vietnam-., 
ese soil. 

Vietnam proposed the frontier 
town of Lang Son as an alternative 
site for the talks. Hanoi has 
claimed that the town, was virtu- 
ally levelled by Chinese troops 
during the four-week war which 
began Feb. 17. 

The" Nhan Dan ” commentary 
also rejected a proposal by five 
.non-communist Southeast Asian 
countries that fighting end in 
Indochina and all troops withdraw 
from foreign soil as" not conform- 
ing to reality." In an apparent 
reference to Thailand, the news- 
paper warned that certain of these 
countries should not repeat past 
mistakes. 

The Soviet Union, a dose ally of 
Vietnam. Friday vetoed a Security 
Council draft resolution that cal-

Guerrillas under pressure 


Rhodesia troops brace for elections 


SALISBURY, March 18 (R) 
— Rhodesian security forces have 
stepped up their campaign to pre- 
vent guerrillas from disrupting 
next month’s general elections. 

In the past six days, the 
Rhodesian Air Force made four 
bombing raids on guerrilla camps 
and storage facilities m neighbor- 
ing Mozambique, intensified the 
battle against nationalist guerrillas 
in Rhodesia and extended the 
military call-up to cover whites in 
their fifties. 

Guerrilla casualties are mount- 
ing. According to operations 
bead-quarters more than 300 
guerrillas and their collaborators 
have been killed this month, while 
14 members of the security forces 
died. 

In a move to reduce the opposi- 
tion, the transitional government 
offered an unconditional amnesty 
to the guerrillas, saying there 
would be a place for them in 
Rhodesia's auxiliary forces. 

Few people expect a mass influx 
of defectors but military sources 
believe many guerrillas are await- 
ing the election result before mak- 
ing up their minds. 

The raids against camps in Mack 
states are more extensive than any 
previous ones. 

Rhodesian jets have made pre- 
emptive strikes against what are 
described here as" terrorist instal- 


lations " in places as far apart as 
Luso in Angola, Livingstone in 
Zambia and Dondo, near 
Mozambique's' Indian Ocean 
coast 

Last week they twice hit a 
storage depot on the Limpopo 
River in southern Mozambique 
and attacked camps in the 
Chimoio area, a main staging 
point of the Zimbabwe African 
National Liberation Army 
(ZANLA) of Robert Mugabe. 

Mugabe and his Zambian- 


based co-leader of the Patriotic 
Front alliance, Joshua Nkomo, 
have pledged to disrupt the elec- 
tion, which is expected to take 
place in the week ending April 20. 

Mugabe threatened that 1979 
would be the “ year of the peo- 
ple's storm. ” 

Army commander Lt. Gen 
Andrew Mac Lean, said last week 
the number of guerrillas crossing 
from black states was increasing, 
but he was confident tie could deal 
with them.

Israel views ‘ peace tax * 
to cover costs of treaty 


TEL AVIV, March 18 (R) — 
Israel might impose a ** peace 
tax '' to help cover the expected 
huge costs of implementing a 
peace treaty with Egypt Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich said in an 
interview published Sunday. 

He told the newspaper" Yediot 
Ahronot ” that the government 
would have to make a series of 
economic adjustments to cover 
the cost of peace. 

“ It’s possible that we will raise 
income ‘tax by five- * per cent or 
more so tbat the citizens partici- 
pate in the peace process, ” Ehr- 
lich said. 

Egypt and Israel are expected to 


sign a peace treaty in Wahington 
next week. Under its terms Israel 
will withdraw from military bases 
in Sinai to the Negev Desert. Jew- 
ish settlers in the region wifi have 
to be resettled.
